I have no ti m ing save tliat I*d like something to appear before then, i^ only an article 
in a decent pubUcation to be amplified by the book. If you begin the end of September then 
probably a magazine is out. I think the Post won't now touch the subject, as I'll explain 
whon^as I hope is possible, wo are together. Terms and conditions: That we agree on what 
the book will say and tiiat we split even. We can work out details. 

As of tiow the only day I'll be away is Wednesday the 14th. My sister-in-law will then 
drive me to •'ohns ^^pklna for one of nor regular visits there. I'm hoping that wlmtevor my 
present problem is^doea not represent something serious. Tlie family doctor wants the ortho- 
paedic surgeon to see me, he ia on vacation, and his standin has no office houts today. 

If I did not tell you, and in my present state of anxiety I won't attempt any details, 

I have a simple foimula in mind, oni,- that I think also makes this an inoportant new JFK ass- 
assination book, iitond has been trying to cover himself since Lardner's story appeared but 
while tiying to convey other\-rise, as recently as in the lOTimes of 7/26, he has said from 
the first that ho is making a movie of "history," that it will tell the people "who.'^ kil- 
led JBK, ’Vhy" and "how."
